EASTERN DISPATCHES. 
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Foreign Paupers Secretary Folger 
Gives Mis Instructions te Col- 
lector Robertson. 

WASHINGTON, June 27. 

The following is a copy of the corre- 
spondence, conducted by telegraph, 
between the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Collector of Customs at New 
York in regard to the pauper immi- 
grants: 

New Yors, June 26.—Hon. Charles 
J. Folger, Secretary of the Treasury: 
The Commissioners of Immigration 
notify me of the arrival, per steamer 
Furnesia, after they have landed, of 66 
families from Ireland. The Commis- 
sioners do not certify in the language 
of the law that the immigrants are 
unable to take care of themselves, but 
that they are from poor-houses, their 
passage having been paid by the 
British Government, and nearly all 
the heads of families furnished with 
drafts for smail amounts. These per- 
sons having landed, please instruct 
me what action, if any, I shall take 
under the law. The immigrants are 
being detained by the Commissioners. 

(Signed): A. H, RoBERTSON. 

Collector. 

WASHINGTON, June 27,—Collector of 
Customs, New York: Though it is in- 
ferable from the report of the Commis- 
sioners that the immigrants spoken of 
in your telegram to-day are within 
Section 2 of the Act of 1882, the section 
gives you jurisdiction only when the 
Commissioners report their conclu- 
sions, as well as, or instead of, the 
facts. Reter the case back to them for 
judgment whether these persons are 
unable to care for themselves without 
becoming a public charge. If the 
Commissioners report affirmatively, 
put the persons back on the vessel and 
do not permit them to land, If nega- 
tively, or if they decline to report 
their conclusion, let the immigrants 
depart. (Signed):

LONDON, June 23. 

The News this morning says: It is 
perfectly within the Americans’ nght 
to prevent the landing of Irish pau- 
pers on their shores. The gross negli- 
gence in shipping them is most cruel.

There 
is no reason to believe that the Gov- 
ernment has co-operated with any 
other agency than Mr. Tukes. But 
mere inaction is not pow enough. 


Decided to be Constitutienal. 
CoLuMBvus, O., June 28. 

The Supreme Court to-day gave out 
its opinion in the State liquor tax 
law case, bolding it as valid and con- 
stitutional, except the second sections, 
where it is held not toapply to leases 
executed prior to the passage of the 
act; as no contracts made can be 
violated. Leases, however, entered 
into subsequent to the passage of the 
law, came within its provision the 
same as rentals, wherein the collec- 
tions of the tax is a first lien on the 
premises; holding that to subject a 
freeholder, as provided by the statute. 
when made against a tenant for carry- 
ing on business upon the premises of 
the leasor, prior to the passage 
of the statute, would be an 
unwarrantable interferance with 
private property, subjecting one man’s 
property to the payment of another’s 
debts. If this infirmity can be taken 
out of the State by applying it only to 
cases arising undera lease executed 
ofter the passage of the statute it is our 
duty so to construe it. Every pre- 
sumption must be taken in favor of 
the validity of the statute to subse- 
quent leases only, if necessary to pre- 
serve it from constitutional objectons. 


An Important Mail Arrangement. 
WASHINGTON, June 28. 

Arrangements have been completed 
between the Postoffice Department 
and the Republic of Mexico foran over- 
land exchange of mails between the 
office of San Diego, Cal., and Tijuana, 
Mexico, to commence oun the Ist prox- 
imo. The exchange for the present 
will be semi-monthly, and the mail 
sent from San Diego should include 
all correspondence for Tijuana and 
Real Del Castillo, and that for other 
destinations in Lower California may 
also be forwarded in this exchange, if 
specially addressed to go by San 
Diego.
